With the fall of Przemysl, the only 


important fortified town in Galicia 
which is still-in the hands of the Aus- 
trians in Cracow, in Northwestern 
Galicia, close to the German border, 


lln the early days of the war, the 


Russian offensive campaign, as out- 
lined unofficially, contemplated the 
invasion of Germany through East 
Prussia, on the north, and simultan- 
eously into Silesia from Galicia. 


The Russians succeeded in 
pene- 


trating Galicia, but the success of 
the Austrians in holding Przemysl- 
and Cracow blocked attempts to in- 
vade Germany across the 
Silesian 


border. 


The siege of Przemysl has been 


one of the most picturesque phases 
of the war in the East. The Austri- 
an garrison defended the city with 
determination and vigor, and during 
the earlier months inflicted consider- 
able losses on the 'Russians by fre- 
quent sorties.

world was by wireless telegraphy and 
aeroplanes.

Editor, of' The Advocate: 


Mr. Christian has presented some figures in reply to 


niy article of Frida}^ night, in which I called attention 
to fhe fact that the flat rate proposition of The Ohio 
Light & Power Company would cost less to the city 
than the fuel cost for operating the city plant. 


While it is said that "figures don't lie," it is also said 


that persons careless with the truth often figure. 


We are told that "figurin' " is Mr. Christian's long 


suit. One of his admirers was heard to say that he can 
*' make 'ern talk.'' He can. For instance: 


He says that the cost of operating the city plant under 


the contract offered for current would amount to $13,- 
565.61. This includes the contract price for current 
$6,895.42. The other items are Mr. Christian's and are 
not supported by any authority, unless possibly the item 
cost of distribution 1914 rate. 


Mr. Christian therefore ii^ures that the cost of opera- 


tion not including cmvejil would be $13,565.61 less the 
contract price for current $6,895.42. This would amount 
to $6,670.19. 


Now follow these figures in his statement: 
"Cost of operating city plant four years past by Audi- 
tor's report:

In other words the cost- of operating, eliminating all

of this city, as the figures of the man who has this plant 
in charge. 


Their absurdity is manifest. 
Either the Auditor's report is wholly unreliable and 


untrustworthy or Director Christian's " figgers " arc

silks and decorated with rare statues.
